Notwithstanding the magnitude of 


he catastrophe the absence-of,disor- 
der and confusion was remarkable. To- 
night, the fire district and territory im- 
mediately surrounding it is under the 
strictest military control. Sunday night 
detachments of regulars from riearby 
forts were sent to the fire district and 
assisted the police -in maintaining or- 
der. 
Besides these 1200 military were 


on duty and the Maryland-naval re- 
serves were also called out.

To describe 
In detail is simply an impossibility just 
as it is impossible at this time to give 
an adequate-idea of the amount of the 
loss, the number of bulldlnge destroyed 
or the flrrnsf Jvliich have gone out of 
business.

The devastated portion of the city 


is closely patrolled by the police of 
this city, Philadelphia and Wkshing- 
ton, the state militiamen and four com- 
panies .of. regulars from Fort McHenry. 
No one is allowed to enter the prohib- 
ited lines except by special permission. 


So far there-has been no looting re- 


ported.

apprehension of what might- follow.

Decatur is threatened with the roller 


skating fad which: for many years has 
been entirely forgptten. The fad has 
been revived some during the pas(; few 
years and in Springfield and other 
cities it lias again'become" very pop- 
ular.

Some^of ,the young men/in Decatur 


have taken it up and are planning to 
use the big-halls for .skating rinks dur- 
ing the summer to take the place of 
dancing. One of the hardware, firmb 
has an order ,for quite a number of 
roller skates, ah article which if it has 
been in stock at all his been on the 
shelves for a good many years. Twen- 
ty or thirty young men have ordered 
i oiler skates. and they say that half 
the town will be on-wbeels this sum- 
mer. The pavilipn at Fairview Park 
is suggested as a fine place for the 
amusement during the: warm months 
and several pf the larger halls in the 
city might be put 'to;, that purpose. 


There was a time when roller skat- 


ing was highly 
popular in Decatur. 


Rinks were frequented by large num- 
bers of young men and women every 
night and about half the children who 
were playing on the side\yalks had 
rollers on their .feet. 


The fad in Decatur was'at its height 


about fifteen years ago when the old 
tabernacle . building . on North j-iath 
street was used as a, rink. T. T. Van 
Allen was in charge bf the place and 
acted as- Instructor and there were 
many in the city, who could do all the 
fancy tricks. At that .ti.me .It was con- 
sidered quite an accomplishment to 
be able to do fancy skating. 


The cost to th& taxpayers for 


education of a child In Macon county 
during one school year is greater than 
most persons Imdglne, at least .greater 
than the pupil knows or cares' about 
when perhaps he wastes the time and 
opportunity given him for leamu.it.'. 
It Is a faot that It costs 50 per cent, 


ttiore' to send a child to the country 
school of the county this year than it 
does to educate a pupil in the city 
schools. 
' 


The cost to the taxpayer for one 
year for each pupil In the city schools 
is estimated to be $10.82' and In the 
country schools $15.7. 
This estimate 


Is arrived at from the tact that the 
total amount of^taxes. on tJie books of 
the collectors of "the county. (-,•> be col- 
lected this, year for school purposes is 
$184,247.72. 
In addition to this the]* 


Is about $8,700 which comes from the 
state and which is a part of an appro- 
priation made by the legislature .each, 
year for schools. Of this latter amount 
about $4,500 goes to the" city and about 
$4,200 to the countrV schools. " 


Tfie tax. for the city schools Is J77,- 


473,-and for the country schools $S6.- 
774, With the money which come? from 
the state the total to be expended for 
the city schools Is $81,973, "an& -for the 
country schools $90,974. The last en- 
rollment shows that In the city schools 
there are 7,573 pupils and In the coun- 
try schools 5,786 pupils. This makes 
the cost for each pupil in the city for 
the year $10.82 and for eaoji one In 
the country $15.72. 


There are reasons why it costs more 


to educate in the country. In the city 
the pupils are, concentrated In large 
numbers and many children derive the 
benefits of the same school building. 
In many of the country schools It is 
necessary to . have a. • school 
house, 


teacher and appliances 
for a small 


number at the same cost required for 
a large number. 


While the country schools may be 


looked upon by some persons not ac- 
quainted with the course of study and 
the arrangements as being behind the 
times, it ts true that they are a big in- 
stitution in Macon county. 
The dif- 


ference "in the cosKis offset py .the 
tact that the countryx'schools are -at- 
tended by pupils who^could never go 
to school and would remain uneducat- 
ed if they depended upon ,the 
city 


schools. 
Many of these pupils are 


boys who work on the farm part of the 


time and go to school, the rest of the 
time. 
It would 
be impossible f6r 


many of them • to leave their homes 
and come to the city to'atteud school. 


The country . schools have further 


the advantage of the surroundings of 
nature and plenty of fresh air and ore 
doubtless more sanitary places at some 
times of year than the city schools. 


There was a time when the,old log 


school house with a teacher on a small 
salary, a buneh of switches and sofno 
out of date taxt books constituted an > 
thje equipmem but at the present time ' 
most of- the country schools are well " 
equipped and the course of study is as 
good as that given in the city.. One 
graduating from the country schools 
In Macon county has- gone through 
practically the same course ax those 
who have finished the second year ot 
the high school. 


Another advantage claimed for thai 


country schools is that the pupils not . 
being us great In number us In the city 
classes, recelva move personal attention 
on the part of the teacher and possibly 
learn more because' of this. fact. 


The system employed In this county- 


of giving the country school pupils the 
two years of high school work 18 claim- ' 
ed to be a groat saving for those who 
wish to continue their studies. 
If a- 


pupil living in. the country wants to- ' 
graduate from the high school two- 
years of the high school work are sav- 
ed by going through the tenth grade 
. 
worlf in the country schools-and like- 
wise-If a pupil "intends entering .the' 
University of Illinois the two extra, 
years in- the country schools count just 
the same as the two first years in the 
preparatory academy at the university 
and the pupil is still at home where he 
may assist in work and the expense 
of going away Is saved for two years.- 


In. this county at least the pupil 


who has followed the course of study 
In the country schools, is just as well 
equipped to enter the prdlnary walks 
of life or to sturt on a Higher education 
as is the city pupil who has attended 
for the same length of time, those who 
uphold the advantages of the country < 
schools claim that the difference in 
cost of maintenance is overbalanced 
by the fact that' the opportunities of, 
education are distributed throughout 
the entire county so that the young 
in even the most far away districts 
have the same advantages as those tn 
the city.

This, he gathered from 
what he could read, was necessary, 
first to avoid diseases and Insects, ami 
second to rest the landi Eight thousand 
strawberry plants .were put out On one- 
quarter of an acre, the plants all be- 
ing grown in .small pots so that they 
could be planted in the latter .part of 
June, leaving his ground free up to that 
that for bis miscellaneous vegotablo 
crops.

''The strawberries 
plated in Juno 
gave htm a full harvest the following 
Muy and June, and from t'hese plant* 
the average yield amounted to- $600 for • 
hlF one-quartei- of an acre. His celery • 
was taken oft' In October, and the 
ground was therefore free the next 
spring (on his vegetable crop. His one- 
fourth of an 'ai'.ne of celery handled in 
this way gave him $400 average yield; 
His miscellaneous vegetables, grown in . 
rotation euch as 
green peas, green 


beans, beets, lettuce and crops of this 
nature gave him $400 more, making BIB 
receipts for his three-quarters of* an 
acre $1,400, of "'which' approximately 
$4 QO .was expended for fertilizers; nec- 
essary help, etc-.

This is expected of candidates and 
every voter should welcome them and 
treat them courteously and tell them 
the truth as near as circumstances 
and Information 
-will permit. This 


procedure does not 
lengthen 
Itself 


out very far until there is a wide- 
spread interest in the campaign and 
thus the local 
candidates must be 


accorded credit for waking the peo- 
•ple up and arousing interest tat the 
campaign.

What a ring some names have in 
the ear of an old 
Washingtonlan! 
There was John M. Glover, briefly de- 
scribed as "an ex-congressman1' in the 
dispatches from Colorado, which told 
of his being shot for resistance to a 
posse Those of us who used to see 
Glover when he represented the Ninth 
district of Missouri in the Forty-ninth 
congress recall him as a small person 
v, ith a face that might have been eith- 
er a boy's or an old man's, so little had 
nature done' to stamp its age upon it. 
It used to be a puzzle to strangers 
looking down upon it from the gallery. 
They would see the little figure pop- 
ping out of its seat to throw a few 
words into one of the running debates 
and then popping bapk again and as 
Glover's desk was in one of the most 
conspicuous parts of 
the hall luere 
litre many Inquiries for his name and 
antecedents. Any one who consulted 
the congressional directory for his ag<- 
\vas doomed to 
disappointment, he 
wrote such a hand that both compiler 
and pi Inter were unable to make out 
the year of his birth as furnished in 
his autobiographic date, and he went 
Into the directory as born "June 23, 
U--5." 
The figure next to the last 


rrlght have been either a 1, which 
would have made him 70 years old, or 
a 70, which would have made him 10. 
As a matter of fact, when the mystei y 
TV as cleaied up later, the uncertain fig- 
ure proved to be a 4, and he took his 
pioper place as a 40-year-older. 


Glover was unmistakably bright and 


•was a pushing fellow withal, the com- 
mon rule against active participation 
by new members had no terrors for 
him, and he plunged In whenever there 
was anything to say. His best remem- 
bered speech, however, was his retoit 
upon his colleague, John J. O'Neill, who 
had questioned the constitutionality of 
some measure Glover was champion- 
ing. 


"The doubt expressed by the gen- 


tleman," he said, "is entirely character- 
istic of his standing in the community, 
where he is regarded among baseball - 
ists as a constitutional lawyer, and 
among constitutional 
lawyers as a 
baseball 1st!" 


Outside of his legislative duties Glo- 
ver acquired some note by marrying 
a Washington girl, one of the heiresses 
of a large estate. A special feature of 
his courtship-was the presentation to 
hit' betrothal of a St. Bernard dog of 
so huge size and so ferocious aspect 
that the juvenile and polorefl popula- 
tion of the neighborhood were terror- 
ised by It and kept in fairly good be- 
havior. It Had an unfortunate fancy for 
bounding out of the yard in front of 
its mistress' hous6 and hurling Itself 
with jaws wide distended upon any bi- 
cycler who happened to be passing. Of 
course, between the dog's weight and 
the rider's panic, there was always a 
catastrophe, the 
immediate 
conse- 
quences of which the dog escaped by 
galloping back, as it seemed satisfied 
with causing a crash and never waited 
to eat Its victim. Several habitual 
wheelmen armed themselves with pis- 
tols and took pop shots at the trouble- 
some brute, others sent threatening 
Utters to the family. For a good while 
the dog was the most talked about 
animal In Washington. In course of 
time It dissappeared from view about 
as suddenly and as mysteriously as 
Giover did. 


After leaving congress Glover went 
to New York and announced his pur- 
pose to practice law there. Evidently 
he did not make a distinguished suc- 
cess of the effort, but he did start up- 
on an enterprise which, though it call- 
ed for years of patient labor, exclusive 
attention and considerable capital re- 
ceived much encouragement as an ab- 
stract proposition. This was a sort of 
pan-digest of the whole body of Jaw 
lecognized In American courts By ref- 
erence to a universal Index It would be 
possible for a lawyer to lay his hand 
instantly upon all the statutes, judi- 
cial decisions, obiter dicta, commentar- 
ies, etc., on any subject, each citation 
including the title and date of the act 
or the volume and page of the opinion 
or treatise. It was a splendid under- 
taking, but one to which no man ought 
to have addressed himself unless he 
had abundant means to enable him to 
devote his whole time to it; and when 
Glover quitted New York for the West 
It was left In a chaotic condition — 
Washington letter to New York Even-

They 
found that the factory- did a business 
of $16,000 during the year 1908, al- 
though the business was not pushed 
much. By' the exertion of the proper 
amount ot energy the business of the 
plant ought to be doubled or trebled. 
Mr. Talt of the Tait Mfg. Co., a 
wealthy man, and other capitalists of 
Decatur have been Interested In the 
factory mentioned, but as they have 
other interests in larger enterprises, 
they are willing to let go of the cur- 
tai pole business. 


'Mr./Conoley, the life Insurance man 
formerly of Decatur but now a resi- 
dent of this city, .owns an interest in 
the factory mentioned and is willing to 
take care of a third of the stock if 
the concern should It be located here.
